Examiner proposed the following daim amendments, which would place the application in condition for allowance: (1) 
To incorporate the recitation of a Markush grouping for the pharmaceutical ^diluent' in each of independent claims 1,13 
and 21; (2) To incorporate a Markush grouping for each of the hydrophilic compound, cross-linking agent and diluent 
for daim 21 ; (3) To redte or define 'sustained-release' in all generic daims, according to the definition in the instant 
specification on page 12. Examiner indicated that the recitation of all 3 components (hydrophilic compound, cross- 
linking agent & diluent) were needed to be defined in each of the independent claims in order to overcome any 1 12-1st 
written description issues. Examiner indicated that such claim amendments would render the case allowable. 
Applicant agreed to the changes suggested by the Examiner. Examiner will conduct an Examiner's Amendment 
making the necessary changes, upon attomey approval. Additionally, Applicant's representative infomied Examiner 
regarding changes to claims 17 and 18. Specifically, in claim 17, the ratio 1:01 should be changed to 1:0.1. Also, in 
claim 18, the ratio 1:03 should read as 1:0.3 instead. A Notice of Allowability will be issued in due course.
